Pembroke had a tire Monday 
morning at 1 o'clock that threatened 
to wipe the business portion of the 
little city off the map. 

The fire started in the meat shop 
of Ed Browning, back of the Miller 
Block and separated from it by an 
alley. In the Miller block are the 
stores of O'Brien & Co., groceries, 
Blain, groceries and Smith's saloon 
and the Cumberland Telephone ex- 
changes. A large store room for 
reserve stock belonging to M. L. Le- 
vy was also in the rear of this block. 
The heaviest loss was on this build- 
ing and contents, Mr. Levy suffer- 
ing to the amount of $4,000 with on- 
ly $500 insurance. It was across 
the street from his store and was 
burned to the ground. 

The telephone exchange was burn- 
ed out and communication entirely 
cut off. O'Brien & Co., grocers, 
Blane's grocery and Smith's saloon 
suffered somewhat by the fire burn- 
ing out the back doors and windows. 

Across the street from the meat 
store where the fire started are the 
stores of Wood Bros., W. L. Lander, 
S. A. Powell and M. L. Levy. The 
fronts of these buildings were ruined 
by the intense heat, which melted 
the large plate glass windows like 
they were sheets of ice. t 

The loss will amount in the aggre- 
gate to about $8,000 with light in- 
surance. 

The telephone exchange was put 
out of business but communication 
with the outside world was estab- 
lished before noon. 

The citizens finaly came out to do 
everything they could to save the 
enterprising little city from a great 
conflagration.

State Militia Forced to Meet 
Army Requirement.* Or 
Lose Appropriation. 

One Hundred Soldiers For 
Each Congressman And 
Senator. 



Washington, June 12.— Acting Sec- 
retary of War Robert Shaw Oliver 
has addressed an identical letter to 
the Governors of the States and 
Territories having militia organiza- 
tions, calling their attention to the 
fact that on January 22 next year, 
under the terms of the Dick Militia 
Act, the militia organization must 
conform to that of the regular and 
volunteer armies of the United 
States. Therefore Gen. Oliver sug- 
gests that it is the duty of the Gov- 
ernors to take necessary steps to se- 
cure such conformity in organization 
by the date named. 

Says Gen. Oliver: 

"Failure to meet this statutory 
requirement will result in debarring 
a State from the use of the allotment 
of the annual appropriation of $2, 

000. 000 for the support of the 
milita." 

Attention is called to the fact that 
the third section of the act impc 
the condition that the number of its 
regularly enlisted, organized and 
uniformed active militia shall be at 
least 100 men for each Senator and 
Representative of the State. 

With a view to placing on the 
statute books of the State an organ- 
ized military law providing the neces- 
sary measure of conformity to the 
organization now in force in the 
regular army, or which may here- 
after become effective therein, Gen. 

er suggests to the Governors 
provisions for any enactment by the 
Legislatures in brief as follows: 

The definition of the duties of the 
Adjutant General and his assistants 
and the Quartermaster Generrl and 
his assistants as laid down in Article 

1, War Department Circular Oct. 
1903. Provision for the necessary 
general officers and for a staff made 
up of adjutant generals, inspector 
generals, judge advocates general, 
quartermasters, 'subsistence, medi- 
cal, hospital corps, pay engineers, 
ordnance and signal corps. The 
guard must be divided into divisions, 
brigades, regiments, etc., to con- 
form to the regular army organiza- 
tion, to increase the efficiency and 
to make the companies and number 
of officers assigned to organizations 
correspond to the regular army.

Judge Gordon Decides That 
Foreign Corporation Owned 
Princeton Factory. 

Princeton, Ky., June 14.- Under a 
decision handed down in the Circuit 
Court yesterday the Imperial To- 
bacco Company and not John Orr, 
becomes the loser by the destruction 
of the Orr tobacco stemmery in this 
city on December 1. A j:jd*-~~r,t 
was given in favor of Orr and 
against the Imperial Company for 
$13,000, the purchase price of the 
property. 

Orr sold the stemmery to the Im- 
perial Company on Nov. 14, and 
made a deed to the property, but it 
was not accepted at once, and before 
it could be put on record a band of 
masked men invaded Princeton, set- 
ting fire to the stemmery. The plant 
was burned and the Imperial Com- 
pany declined to pay Orr the price 
agreed upon, claiming that he had 
not made delivery of the property 
The court held to-day that the de- 
livery and sale was a good one, and 
that the Imperial Company was the 
owner at the time of the fire. The 
case wiU be appealed.

Ye coal dealer is resourceful when 
it comes to explaining why the price 
of coal is advanced, if nothing else. 
Of course our local dealers must 
make a living for themselves and 
families, but there is not the slight- 
est reason for believing that they ad- 
vance prices without the power be- 
hind them forces them to— whether 
it be the railroads, the miner who 
digsitoutand swears he won't do 
the work without an advance 
imaginary or real coal trust, 
of them combined— it's all the same 
to the consumer, and he just has to 
come down with the stamps or play 
a game of freeze out. "Time and 
tide (and, with some exceptions coal 
dealers) wait for no man," and cold 
weather is no respecter of persons.

tion. Such Is the story of the reclam- 
ation service of the United States gov- 
ernment. The full importance of this 
.\ork Ib obtainable only by compari- 

The 25 projects upon which the 
government Is now engaged, when de- 
• eloped to their full extent, will add 
i, 198,000 acres to the crop-prpduclng 
area of the United States. Add to 
these 13 other projects wVlch are held 
in abeyance, pending the completion 
of the first mentioned, and which will 
reclaim H.270,000 acres, and we have a 
<<rand total of 6,468,000 acres. This 
■normous area to-day Is practically 
worthless. It returns revenues neith- 
er to the states In which it is located, 
nor to the nation to which it largely 
belongs. It is utilized only a short 
period in each year for grazing no- 
madic herds that are driven over it. 
Potentially, it is the richest, the most 
fertile and productive land in the 
■vorld, and is capable of supporting in 
comfort an agricultural population as 
dense as can be found in any of the 
older settled parts of our country. By 
expending $60,000,000 on the 25 engin- 
eering works now In process of con- 
struction, the reclamation service will 
reclaim 3,198,000* acres, of a cultivated 
irea equal to the total acreage in 
crops in the four states of Connecti- 
cut, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
and Florida. The diversified crops, 
enormous yields from irrigated lands, 
and the excellent prices for all farm 



works, flumes, etc. It has built 376 
miles of wagon road In mountainous 
country and Into heretofore inaccessi- 
ble regions. It has erected and In op- 
eration 727 miles of telephones. Its 
own cement mill has manufactured 
70,000 barrels of cement, and the pur- 
chased amount Is 312,000 barrels. Its 
own sawmills have cut 3,036,000 feet, 
board measure, of lumber, and 6,540,- 
000 feet have been purchased. The 
surveying parties of the service have 
completed topographic surveys cov- 
ering 10.970 square miles, an area 
greater than the combined areas of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island. The 
transit lines had a length of 18,900 
linear miles, while the level lines run 
amount to 24,218 miles, or nearly suf- 
ficient to go around the earth. 

The diamond drillings for dam sites 
and canals amount to 47,515 feet, or 
more than nine miles. To-day the 
service owns and has at work 1,154 
horses and mules. It operatives nine 
locomotives, 223 cars, and 23 miles 
of railroad, 39 stationary engines and 
27 steam engines. It has constructed 
and is operating five electric light 
plants. This work has been carried 
on with the following force: Classi- 
fied service, 380, Including Washing- 
ton office; laborers employed directly 
by the government, 3,500; laborer 
employed by contractors, 6,100, or 
total of 10,000. The expenditures no 
total about $1,000,000 per month. The- 
excavations of earth and rock amouai 
to 33,000,000 cubic yards, or about one 
fourth the estimated yardase of t. t 
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sumption that this land will return an- 
nually an Income larger than the 
farmers receive In the four states 
named. For comparison, let us say 
that the revenues per acre will be the 
same. It is apparent, then, that this 
area reclaimed will each year increase 
the value of farm crops by $00,000,000; 
It will add $232,000,000 to the taxable 
property of the people; It will fur- 
nish homes for 80,000 families on 
farms and In villages and towns. 

Although only four years have pass- 
ed since the enactment of the law, 
the engineers are to-day employed 
upon the construction of 25 great pro- 
jects In 14 states and two territories. 
The expenditures average more than 
a million dollars a month. Three of 
the great projects are practically com- 
pleted, and six more will be in service 
this summer. On many of the pro- 
jects the work goes forward night and 
day, and the rate of progress 1b strik- 
ingly at variance with that at which 
government work usuallly proceeds. 

There Is, of course, a reason for 
this. The reclamation service is abso- 
lutely divorced from politics; It is a 
business organization and Its motive 
1b to build engineering works and to 
erect an empire In the desert. 

The reclamation fund available for 
the 25 projects now under way 
amounts approximately to $33,000,000. 
Before these are completed it will be 
about $41,000,000. When this has been 
expended, 1.400,000 acres will have 
been reclaimed and will begin to re- 
turn annually $4,000,000 to the fund. 

Chief among the big irrigation un- 
dertakings are the Salt river project 
in Arizona; the Minidoka project in 
Idaho; the Yakima valley project in 
Washington, which is now in several 
units but will be eventually combined 
in one great system, embracing 400,- 
000 acres; the Bio Grande project in 
New Mexico; the Huntley project In 
Montana and In Wyoming the great 
Shoshone project Involving several dif- 
ficult engineering feati 
pahgre project In Cole 
iirjlqiie project In Ore 
foinia called the Klamath project. 

A summation of the work of the 
reclamation service to January 1, 
1907, shows that It has dug 1.207 miles 
of canals, or nearly the distance from 
Washington to Omaha. Some of the 
canalB carry whole rivers, like the 
Truckee river, In Nevada, and the 
North *Platte. In W.vomlng. The tun- 
nels excavated are 17 in number, and 
have an aggregate length of 9 Mi 
miles. The service has erected 94 
large structures, Including two great 
dams in Nevada and the Minidoka 
dam In Idaho, 80 feet high and 650 
feet long. It ha* completed 670 head-

THE Kentucky State Board of Ag 
riculture, Forestry and Immi 
gration, under whose auspices the 
fair will beheld at Louisville, Sept. 16- 
21, has completed the classification of 
premiums for the next State Fair, 
and the same is soon to go to press 
distribution among over twenty 
thousand prospective exhibitors.
